In its officlal ideology, the Soviet 
Urtion. is committed to the support. of 
the revolutionaries, to the incitement and 
supplying of “wars of national liber~ 
ation.” i 

In the American ideology, we are not 
absolutely opposed to wars of national 
liberation, provided they are not inspired 
or supported by Communists. We are 
very much disposed to feel, however, 
that all revolutions will be captured by 
the Communists who invariably partici- 
pate in them 


Vicious Circle 


Thus, Russia ana America find them- 
selves in a vicious circle, The Rus- 
sians are disposed to intervene where- 
ever there is a rebellion arid the United 
States is inclined to intervene to oppose 
as aggression the Commumist interven- 
tion. In the Soviet Union there exists a 
prejudice in favor of rebellion as such. 
The Soviet Union is the product of a 
fairly recent revolution, In the United 
States, where the revolution occurred 
nearly two centuries ago, there is now 
a prejudice against revolution. The 
sult is a vicious circle in which dogmatie 


re- 


communism and dogmatic anti-com- 
munism incite and exasperate each 
other. 


The improvement of Soviet-American 
relations, which is prerequisite to an 
accommodation between fhe West and 
China, requires the breakup of this 
vicious circle. How? Essentially, I be- 
lieve, by fostering the ascendancy of 
national interests over global ideology, 
by the reassertion in both countries of 
prudence and calculation against semi- 
religious fanaticism and frenzy. 

We had a glimpse last week of how 
this can happen. The hostilities in

Kashmir began with &4n infiltration of 
guerrilla troops, recruited as a-matter 
ef-fact-from the Pakistan army though 
they wore different uniforms.

At the same time, the United States, 
having learned something in recent 
months, resisted the temptation to take 
a lofty position against aggression, and 
instead, reticently and prudently, chose 
to work quietly and behind the scenes, 

This is the way that Soviet-American 
relations can be improved—by encour- 
aging the prudent and the practical to 
predominate ever the ideological and 
the hot, In this country, at least, the 
process will require the resumption of 
public debate—the kind of debate which 
Sen. Fulbright has once again opened 
up. 


Question of Toleration 
For the issue which he has posed in 


“his remarkable speech is the essential 


issue in our attitude and policy toward 
the revolutionary condition of our time. 
The question he posed is how to tolerate 
rebellion, which is often necessary and 
desirable, without surrendering the con- 
trol of the rebellion to the Communists 
who will always be part of it. 

There is no rule of thumb for an- 
swering this question. But there: has to 
be some“ kind of accommodation, such 
as the Soviet Union made about the 
Kashmir freedom fighters and such as 
we made about the Chinese threat of 
military aggression. ‘The discussion of 
this serious and difficult problem cannot 
be monopolized by the assorted hangers- 
on, often more Johnsonian than Johnson 
himself, who are presuming to lay down 
the rule that only.those who ‘conform 
with the current political improvisations 
are altogether respectable and quite 
loyal.

Although not accepted into the regular 
Vietnamese army, the Montagnards were 
given the identity of Civil Irregular 
Defense Group forces (CIDG).

In August, FULRO emissaries con- 
tacted American ‘authorities and offered 
to surrender if guarantees were given 
that they would not be punished.. The 
government more or less agreed and 
the surrender went Peacefully. New 
promises of schools, hospitals, and inte- 
gration of Montagnards into the armed 
forces were made. 


For their part, the Montagnards 
softened their demands.

But 
not all the FULRO surrendered 

Meantime, 700,000 Montagnards await 
fulfilment of Saigon's. promises, If it is 
hot: forthcoming quickly, a rebellion in 
the Highlands is inevitable.

He offered a “‘vision.” What followed faded 
into fratricidal argument and cabinet conflict. 

Much less certain, Canadians turned in 1963 
to another leader, a Nobel Peace Prize win- 
ner.

The 
success of Mr. Pearson in this aspect of leader- 
ship is more surptising. He is not what comes 
to mind when one thinks of a “true leader’; 
there isn’t any suggestion of “charisma” about 
him; nor do Canadian Liberals remind one of 
a host of “‘true believers.”’ 

To understand Mr. Pearson, one must 


never forget his training as a history student, 
teacher, and-as a civil servant. He amasses 
information, weighs the pros. and the cons, and 
then tenils to feel his job is done. For ex- 
ample, he shared with the public much of 
his agony over whether to call this election.’ 
Even in announcing the- election’ on television

Mr. Diefenbaker.is no mediator; he is-the 
prosecutor, the cross-examiner, Not for him 
the bulging brief-case! Two or three argu- 
ments will do, spun out in a familiar liturgy: 
“+ \ they said we -were wrong’. <2 
“they were against it . .- .’. The continuity 
of the argument can largely disappear, often 
in brilliant asides, but'the chorus is consistent. 

Just as Mr. Pearson must possess-ali the 
pros and cons, just as Mr. Diefenbaker is con- 
tent with two of three simple arguments, Mr, 
Douglas is obsessed with the, general idea, the 
philosophy behind the matter, and especially 
in its embodiment in a clear policy. He is 
policy-conscious and much more the classic 
politician in the British style, He demands 
working papers from his aides on almost every 
subject in order to have a policy which ex- 
presses the general viewpoint of his party on 
the subject, This is a characteristic of left 
of centre parties everywhere.

Many journalists have noted that Mr. Pear- 
son is “paralyzed’’ in the Commotys by the 
leader of the opposition.

Mr. Douglas has his 
teeth into the new economic orthodoxy of 
Samuelson and Gunnar Myrdahl, giving—him 
an academic advantage that ig not popularily 
recognized. An Ottawa—wag has sai@ that 
“Pearson doesn't have to know anything about 
economics because he has Walter Gordon be- 
hind him, and Gordon doesn’t have to know

Mr...Douglas has two weaknesses. In for- 
eign affairs “Sawdust Ceasar’ still comes too 
easily to his lips. There are. still sawdust 
Ceasars to be dealt with but you can leave the 
impression that you have mixed up your priori- 
ties in the modern world. The evidence isn't 
too clear but another weakness: may be a 
failure to discriminate between different ele- 
ments in the labor movement.

Two Sides to Understanding 
Between Students, Professors 


The mythical ivory tower from which uni- 
versity professors were once supposed to view 
the campus, would seem to have collapsed. 
The long distance binocul- — 
ars with which they were ~~ 7 gems 
credited as viewing their 
students, have been cast 

Today, university pro- 
fessors -are presenting a 
new image, far removed 
from towers of any sort. 

Take last Saturday, 
when University of Vic- 
toria students were doing ‘ — 
their bit for this year's Forbes 
United Appeal, by sawing, chopping and sell- 
ing ‘beach wood at Clover Point. 

Who manned the barbecues and served 
their supper? It was members of the faculty; 

With coats off and sleeves rolled up, two 
of the busiest men on campus, Dr. Malcolm 
Taylor and R. R. Jeffels, assisted in cooking 
the beef roasts. 

Casual observers thought they were “‘two 
of the gang.” Few, except the wood choppers 
themselvesknew that here was the university 
president and the registrar, respectively. 

This jis. only one of many occasions on 
which professors have deserted ‘their ivory 
towers to rub shoulders with those whose lives 
they hope to influence. 

T only hope young men and women to whom 
«the hands are hekf out are -mature enough to 
Tealize that understanding has two sides, and 
that one 6f those sides is in front of the lec- 
ture desk, ‘ 

What makes me a little dubious about this 
maturity is a small booklet produced by Uni- 


versity of British Columbia’s students’ council 
and titled “‘Black And White.” 

It purports to be a guide to first year 
Studengs in “signing up” for classes. 

Every UBC faculty member is named. 
Close to each name appears praise or indict- 
ment of teaching methods, ability to impart 
knowledge and some brutally frank sentences 
about popularity, or lack of it, 

“It's all true,” a third. year student told 
me, ‘‘so why shouldn't we pass the information 
on to the frosh?” 

He couldn't see that such truths, once 
printed in bold lettering, become cruelties it 
is impossible to erase. ae 

No one is naive enough to believe that 
every university professor is in the top echelon. 
No. one thinks that all professors have the 
same ability to impart knowledge or to hold 
the attention of ‘students. 

At the same time, it is commonly known, 
that while one student may find a certain pro- 
fessor a complete ‘wash out,” another student 
will learn much from fhe same professor. 

So, why pin labels on them and name them 
good, or bad or indifferent? 

To my mind, the booklet is rude, calloused 
and, at the same time, childish. 

Certainly, it gives some professors — full 
marks, with extra golden stars. (One wonders 
how they will cope with the rush of students 
it should send to the doors of their lecture 
rooms.) 

In few instances, it does point a finger at 
places where change is needed. 

But, for the most part, it crucifies well- 
meaning men and women and, through the 
bluntness of its words, it threatens’ their life 
work. ’

Index of Change 


The rapid crystalization of 
sentiment last week for a nu- 
clear program as part of a 
general militarization is an 
index of the profound change 
in the mood of .the country 
generated by the war.

The routine of housekeeping 
and the isolation in which 
housewives live are driving 
more and more South African 
white woman to drink, reports 
the South African National 
Council for Alcoholism, 

The council estimates there 
are about 15,000 white women 
alcoholics in the country, 
which has a total white popu- 
lation of about 3,250,000, 

The superintendent of a Pre- 
toria clinic for alcoholics, J. A, 
Pienaar, said alcoholism in 
general is “much more seri- 
ous than most people think.” 

“What ts, ‘above all, disturb- 
ing is the increase in women 
alcoholics, About one in five 
alcoholics is a woman.” 

He said most women alco- 
holics are housewives. The 
majority come from “good” 
families and their husbands 
are prominent people such as 
doctors, professors, _ magis- 
trates and industrialists,
